ENGINEER'S  REPORT

Sir  : — 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  works  completed  or 
under  construction  during  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1918. 


BRIDGES 


Owing  to  the  great  shortage  of  labor  and  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  material 
comparatively  few  permanent  bridges  were  built  during  the  year  and  these  only 
where  repairs  could  not  be  made.  A gr^at  many  bridges  however,  had  to  be 
rebuilt  or  repaired  and  this  was  done  chiefly  with  native  material.  The  work 
done  on  some  of  the  more  important  bridges  is  detailed  as  follows: 

SOUTH  PlNETTE  Bridge,  Lot  58— The  old  bridge  at  this  place  con- 
sisted of  four  arches  on  piles  of  native  wood,  totalling  243  feet  in  length  and  three 
blocks  besides  the  approaches.  The  centre  block  had  settled  unevenly  in  the 
mud  and  the  native  piles  had  been  eaten  off  by  the  sea  worms.  In  the  new 
bridge,  the  two  end  arches  have  been  permanently  filled  and  the  approaches  re- 
paired while  the  waterway  is  reduced  to  a single  arch  of  220  feet  and  is  sup- 
ported on  creosote  piles  with  hard  pine  caps  and  steel  rails,  and  wire  railing  placed 
throughout  on  both  sides. 

ST.  PETERS  Bridge,  Lot  14 — The  east  wall  of  this  bridge  had  become 
completely  rotten  and  though  it  remained  in  place  the  stanchions  for  the  rail  could 
not  be  secured  to  it.  A new  wall  of  hemlock  plank  secured  with  stringers  and 
piles  with  iron  tie  rods  was  placed  outside.  The  roadway  also  was  built  up  with 
poles,  brush  and  gravel  and  a new  railing  and  side  walk  was  placed  along  the  east 
side  of  the  bridge. 

SEAL  River  Bridge,  Lot  54 — The  approaches  to  this  bridge  were 
built  of  poles,  brush  and  gravel,  the  walls  being  supported  by  piles  secured  with 
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tie  logs  extending  across  the  bridge, 
both  sides. 


A new  railing  was  placed  throughout  on 


INDIAN  Reserve  Bridge,  Lot  39 — Some  years  ago  a steel  girder  span 
was  placed  here  on  the  old  timber  abutments.  These  having  decayed  it  was 
necessary  to  supply  new  supports  for  the  bridge.  Accordingly  a bench  of  creosote 
piles  with  hard  pine  caps  was  placed  outside  of  the  old  abutments  at  each  end  of 
the  span  to  support  the  same.  The  old  timber  walls  were  rebuilt  and  secured 
by  creosote  piles  with  iron  rods  across  the  approaches. 

ALMA  Bridge,  Lot  3 — The  old  wooden  structure  at  this  place  which 
was  16  feet  high  had  completely  collapsed  from  the  great  pressure.  It  has  now 
been  replaced  by  a permanent  structure  of  reinforced  concrete. 

Concrete  Culvert,  O’Leary — An  old  cedar  camp  culvert  on  the 
north  side  of  the  O’Leary  Road  in  the  village  was  rebuilt,  having  concrete  walls 
and  covering  of  hemlock  plank.  It  is  130  feet  long. 

McLeod’s  Bridge,  Victoria  Cross,  Lot  51— Some  years  ago  the 
old  wooden  bridge  at  this  place  was  replaced  by  two  lines  of  36  inch  concrete  pipe 
but  these  did  not  provide  sufficient  waterway  for  the  spring  freshets  and  were 
washed  out.  It  was  decided  to  build  a new  bridge  of  reinforced  concrete  7x9  feet 
with  suitable  wing  walls  which  was  completed  early  last  fall. 

Burnt  Bridge,  Montague  Lot  52— An  old  wooden  culvert  at  this 
place  with  an  embankment  of  I 5 feet  over  it  broke  down  a few  years  ago  and  the 
roadway  was  washed  out.  A temporary  wooden  structure  was  built  over  the 
washout  which  was  continually  enlarging.  A solid  reinforced  concrete  culvert 
4x4  feet  with  suitable  wing  walls  was  completed  late  in  the  fall.  The  embankment 
has  still  to  be  built  up  and  railing  provided. 

Dixon’s  Bridge,  Malpeque  Road,  Lot  33— A new  bridge  with 
creosote  piles  and  hard  pine  caps  and  stringers  was  built  at  this  place  early  last 
summer. 

RUSTICOVILLE  BRIDGE — The  approaches  to  Rusticoville  Bridge  were 
built  with  poles,  brush  and  gravel  held  in  place  by  piles  secured  with  cross  ties 
extending  across  the  approach.  A new  wire  rail  was  placed  on  both  sides  and 
the  approaches  built  2 feet  higher  than  formerly. 

Clifton  Bridge,  Lot  21— The  walls  of  the  south  approach  of  this 
bridge  for  a length  of  400  feet  on  each  side  had  completely  rotted  away,  the  railing 
was  wholly  gone  and  considerable  of  the  road  way  was  washed  away.  New  walls 
were  built  of  round  timber  supported  by  piles  secured  by  cross  ties  extending 
across  the  approaches  and  new  railing  placed  thereon.

NEW  ROADS 

Road  To  Newport  Ferry— Georgetown  Royalty— The  old 

road  along  the  west  shore  of  the  Cardigan  River  having  been  washed  away  an 
extra-right-of-way  60  feet  wide  and  15  chains  long  was  procured  and  a new  road 
built  thereon. 

Road  at  Angle  RUSTICO,  Lot  24— A new  road  33  feet  wide  and 
60  chains  long  was  opened  to  connect  the  Chapel  Road  with  the  Buntain  Road. 
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ROAD  At  DeBloIS,  Lot  2 — A new  road  66  chains  long  and  25  feet 
wide  was  opened  to  connect  the  DeBlois  Road  with  the  Peterville  Road. 

Road  at  CAMPBELLTON,  Lot  4— The  old  road  leading  to  the  shore 
having  been  completely  washed  away  a new  right-of-way  6 chains  long  and  35 
feet  wide  was  procured  and  new  road  built  thereon. 

Road  at  STRATHGARTNEY,  Lot  30— To  provide  a winter  road  at 
this  place  an  extra  right-of-way  8 feet  wide  and  14  chains  long  was  procured  on 
the  north  side  of  the  Tryon  Road  extending  from  the  Green  Road  east  to  the 
corner. 

ROAD  At  Red  Point,  Lot  35 — The  old  road  along  the  south  shore  of 
the  Hillsborough  River  at  this  place  having  been  washed  away,  an  extra  right-of 
way  of  20  feet  was  procured  for  a distance  of  22  chains. 

ROAD  At  CRAPAUD,  Lot  29 — To  provide  a wirter  road,  an  extra 
right-of-way  8 feet  wide  and  400  feet  long  was  procured  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Mill  Road  leading  from  Westmorland  to  Crapaud. 

Road  At  Pleasant  View,  Lot  1— A road  33  feet  wide  was  opened 
along  the  division  line  between  Lots  1 and  2 extending  westwardly  from  the 
Thompson  Road  towards  the  Horsehead  Road. 

LOW  ROADS  EUILT  UP 

Lower  MALPEQUE  Road— A low  place  on  the  lower  Malpeque  Road 
was  built  up  an  average  of  2 feet  for  a distance  of  5 chains. 

WESTERN  Road  AT  Lake,  Lot  10— The  western  road  at  this  place, 
which  is  the  only  route  for  traffic  between  eastern  and  western  Prince,  lies  on  a 
low  marshy  soil,  and  has  for  a long  time  been  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition.  For 
a.  distance  of  1200  feet  a foundation  of  poles  and  brush  has  been  laid  and  covered 
with  gravel,  raising  the  whole  road  more  than  2 feet  above  its  former  level  with 
good  wide  diiches  on  both  sides. 

RAFFERTY  Road — Considerable  work  has  been  done  in  building  up  this 
road  which  offers  an  alternative  route  to  the  Western  Road  for  traffic  coming  east 
from  Portage. 

RICHMOND  AND  MlSCOUCHE  Road— The  Western  Road  neat  Rich- 
mond and  also  near  Miscouche  where  it  runs  through  low,  swampy  country  was 
built  up  with  poles,  brush  and  gravel. 

A LOW  PLACE  ON  THE  ST.  ELEANORS  ROAD  AT  SHERBROOKE— 
was  built  with  poles,  brush  and  gravel  for  a distance  of  7 chains. 

The  building  up  of  low  roads  is  work  of  a permanent  nature  and  is  urgently 
needed  in  very  many  places  where  drainage  is  hard  to  obtain,  These  low  places 
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invariably  form  the  weak  links  in  rhe  chain  of  transportation  and  are  even  worse 
than  excessive  grades. 

MUSSEL  MUD 

The  success  of  the  mud  dredge  at  St.  Peters  Bay  and  the  great  need  for  this 
fertilizer  has  led  to  an  insistent  demand  for  a similar  plant  in  other  bays.  With  a 
view  to  making  available  the  large  mussel  mud  deposits  of  Richmond  Bay,  sur- 
veys were  made  Gf  several  routes  to  determine  the  most  suitable  one  for  a branch 
line  railway  connecting  the  main  line  of  the  Prince  Edward  Island  Railway  with 
the  Bay.  The  estimated  cost  of  this  branch  line  is  $35,000.00  The  building  of 
the  branch  has  been  taken  up  with  the  railway  authorities  who  have  agreed  to  sup- 
ply the  non  perishable  material  on  the  usual  terms  given  to  private  sidings  and 
have  also  agreed  to  make  all  necessary  provision  for  the  transportation  of  the  mud. 

The  operation  of  the  dredge  at  St.  Peters  Bay  during  the  last  season  was 
greatly  handicapped  by  the  shortage  of  railway  power,  the  total  quantity  of  mud 
raised  being  only  1000  cars  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  railway  was  unable  to  sup- 
ply the  necessary  transportation  and  the  dredge  was  consequently  a large  part  of 
the  time  idle. 

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS 

During  the  year  there  was  erected  at  Falcon  wood  Hospital,  a residence  for 
the  Farm  Superintendant.  A 30,000  gallon  water  tank  has  also  been  elected  at 
this  institution  and  a pumping  outfit  installed,  thus  providing  a duplicate  water 
s ipply  which  was  very  much  needed.  A considerable  portion  of  the  piping 
throughout  the  building  which  had  become  completely  corroded  has  also  been  re- 
newed. Heretofore  in  addition  to  a poor  supply  of  water  and  the  lack  of  sufficient 
storage  tanks  scarcely  any  fire  protection  was  afforded.  The  installation  of  the 
present  tower  tank  should  go  far  to  improve  this  condition  and  enable,  if  consider- 
ed advisable,  a sprinkler  system  to  be  installed  in  the  building  for  the  more  com- 
plete protection  from  fire  of  life  and  property.

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There  is  no  doubt  that  there  is  a very  considerable  improvement  in  the  roads 
throughout  the  Province  and  also  that  the  demand  for  further  improvement  is  be- 
coming more  insistent-  The  cost  of  travelling  over  roads  with  steep  grades  and 
rutty,  soft  surfaces  is  being  more  fully  realized  every  day  and  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  towns  and  villages  where  the  traffic  is  concentrated  the  old  method  of 
making  the  road  in  the  spring  and  leaving  it  for  the  balance  of  the  year  is  quite 
inadequate  particularly  with  earth  roads.  Until  a harder  surface  is  provided,  con- 
tinual maintenance  is  necessary  to  prevent  rutting  and  the  road  drag  must  be  used 
throughout  the  season.  In  order  to  do  this,  the  patrol  system  by  which  one  or 
two  men  will  be  permanently  engaged  to  travel  over  their  section  and  properly 
maintain  the  same  is  urgently  needed.  There  is  not  an  industry  in  the  Province 
that  does  not  have  to  pay  tribute  to  bad  roads  nor  is  there  one  that  does  not 
benefit  by  good  roads,  but  to  the  farming  industry  particularly  does  this  apply,  as 
all  the  traffic  to  and  from  the  farm  must  of  necessity  pass  over  the  roads.  Every 
mile  of  good  road  increases  the  farmer’s  opportunity  to  expand  his  operations,  in- 
creases the  possibility  of  profit  in  farming,  enable^  him  to  reach  out  to  bettef 
markets,  to  distribute  his  products  direct  to  the  consumer  in  the  shortest  possible 
time  and  to  have  the  goods  he  requires  delivered  at  his  gate. 

That  there  will  be  an  active  and  progressive  program  of  road  building  this 
year  in  all  parts  of  the  Dominion  seems  to  be  admitted.  There  never  has  been  a 
time  in  the  history  of  the  country  when  good  roads  was  such  a live  question,  and 
the  building  of  roads  suitable  for  the  traffic  is  engaging  the  attention  and  study  as 
never  before,  of  all  road  officials  in  every  Province. 

As  yet  the  traffic  in  our  Province  is  comparatively  light  and  it  would  be  ex- 
travagance  to  build  the  more  expensive  types  of  roads  for  such  traffic  but  improv- 
ed surfaces  should  be  provided  where  the  traffic  is  concentrated  and  a large  outlay 
is  required  in  the  building  up  of  low  roads  and  draining  the  same  and  it  is  high 
time  that  the  ordinary  wooden  culvert  should  be  replaced  by  reinforced  concrete 
structures  on  every  important  road.  To  do  this  requires  a much  larger  outlay 
than  has  hitherto  been  provided  and  serious  consideration  should  now  be  given  to 
the  issuing  of  bonds  to  provide  funds  for  the  construction  of  permanent  bridges 
and  culverts  and  for  building  up  good  earth  foundations  for  all  low  roads  and  pro. 
viding  for  their  thorough  drainage.
